iSTU'ELY HILLS LETTER 



The isaiic of the London Weekly 
Times tluit arrived liy tlie hist English 
mail contains Air. Alex, ^-^tavely Hill's 
letter ou the ISeliriiig'a 8ea (ihioatiDii, 
uud lUso tlio leading article upon it men- 
tioned in our telegrupliic iloapatelies. 
Mr. Hill truata the subject exhaustively, 
his latter occui)ying nearly threo col- 
unnis of the Times. He takes the 
llritisli view ut the ijuusiii'ii. It wcniKl, 
ill fuut, be iniposaiblc for an impartial 
clear-headed man, who. bad masiereil 
the facts oi the case, to take any utlier. 
The Times is of opinion , that , Mr. 
Stnvoly Hill, "fresh from his interviews 
with migry sealers at Vancouver, Inis 
taken in too freely of the local senti- 
ment." But when the reader ia aware 
of the view which the Times itself takes 
of the questiou, it will find it dillicult 
to iiuagiua.how the sealers 'o{ Vietodat 
or Mr. Stavely Hill or any one else can 
speak too strongly of the outrages coni- 
mitteil by the American (iovernnient on 
liritisli subjects in Beliriiig'a Sea. It 
says "that the case put forward ou be- 
half of the United States .... is 
altogether at variance with the plainest 
precepts of international law has been 
only feebly denied. The question Joes 
not admit of a doubt. Should tlio point 
ev«r oome ijciure a I'ri/e Court 
or otlier Federal lril)unal, tlie result cun 
only be one, and that adverse to a claim 
opposed to the policy steadily supported 
by the United States wherever their in- 
terests elsewhere were in question, and 
directly contrary to the position taken 
up when Russia claimed lo treat Ueh- 
ring's Sea as a "nuire eluusum. ' 

Thia being the case it is aiirprisiug 
that the Times would reproacb'Mr. Hill 
with being influenced by local'- senti- 
ment. Iloneat men, uo matter wheie 
they are or what may be their auiTOUnd- 
ings, are imlignant when they see the 
principles of justice tliareganled. When 
such men hear of a nation, actuated by 
greed, merely because it for tlionioineut 
has the power, committing acts of law 
less violence, they are ajjt to use strong 
language. They could hardly be con- 
sidered honest if I hey aprike of lliigrant 
violation of law an<l of llic riglits of 
Britiali subjects caludy and dispassion- 
ately. There is such a thing us righ- 
teous indignation, und when Mr. Hill, 
conteMq)lating the wrongs inflicted on 
his fellow Hulijccls in Behi-ing'a Sea, 
shows that In; feels indignant, the 
warmth he cxhiliiis iscreditable both to 
Ilia head anil his heart. 

But it must not bo supposed from ll 
Times' criticisms that Mr. Hill goes b 
yond the bounds of strict moderation 
in his remarks. His language ia so fern 
Iterate that Hiilisli Columljians ir.a) 
think it cold. EUil Ik; tells the plain trull 
plainly and ell'ectively. With regard to 
the feeling on the eubjept in Canada lu; 
says : 

" I li:i ve <;ii(h;iiV(ired to ascert.iiu the 
Cuiiiulian \icw iipoi) tliia mattci-, and J 
liml thi-ougliout tile lueailth of the 
Dominion, from (,luehec lo V'ictinia, 
that thu feeling is ununiinous that un- 
less thu mother country is iii(;i),ired to 
take n[) the cuilgels for the lioiuir of hi;r 
oiliest daugliler, she must not expect 
much, if any, filial Inyalty in the 
futuri;; and the pi ct.'ii.rcd apathy of 
(ircit lliilaiii l.i llii; .-ici/iiio of the Vic- 
torian scalers ill the lleliriiig Sea is hc- 
iiii; largely used by the American press 
to foster discontent aa to the coimo\ioii 
between I'aigland ami Caiiaila." 

Mr. Hills gives a clear ami foivihle 
resume of the history of the i|ucslion 
ConjIO£(|tO,lthe Ute sei/.urea he speaks of 
the masters of the sealing vessels, who 
have lately been misrepresented 
by persons who have an interest in 
traducing tlieiii, in the following terms : 
111 onlcr lu asiTitain with uc.;ui-acy 
all the fads of ilic caM-.T avail,;d loyscif 
of my oppoilunit ics tlii'ii; lo fxamine 
the ca])taiiiH of tlu; vcMscls .ici/oil, and I 
must say in pu face that a more orderly, 
intelligent, and in every way reliable 
Hot of men it would be (lillii;ult to Iind. 
I only alnioHl rcgri;! for tlieir sake, in 
order lo have; obtained a more ready 
recognition of the w roiigs dono to them, 
that some rough action wa.s not taken 
by tliein against those ulio atta.'keil 
them; they, however, .Huliinittecl, fei^l- 
iug convinced that the Home Uovern- 
mcnt would not allow the Hag under 
which they were .sailing to bo ontruged 
with impunity." 

Those who know iho cajitains will 
endorsa what Mr. Hill has said of 
tliem. Their forbearance under oireum- 
stances in which they could have re 
Bisted the American authorities success- 
fully is greatly to thoir credit. It shows 
that they ore htw-iibiiling men, and lliht 
they con.'ii(lci'''.l it bettei' to d«p«nd 
upon the Im]). ! ial (iovcrnmunt to viudi 
cato their rigln.s than to moot vioh'iice 
with violciic*'. 'I'I'o latter qonrso might 
embarrass the Government, and this 



they did not want to do. They seum, 
however, to get very little credit for 
their self-restraint and tlieir doairij to 
have their, rights assertod peaoefvdly 
and by due Vxjurse of law. Mr. Hill 
cidduntly thinks that their case would 
have been more seriously considered 
und that they would have obtained jus- 
tice sooner, if they had resisted seizure 
und treated the otlicers and men of the 
American oruiaers as pirates. The ptis- 
sage quoted above is probably the one 
to which the Times has taken exception 
and on which it bases its charge agiiinat 
the writer of the letter of being too 
easily impressed by local inlluenoea. 

Mr. Hill diacuases thu question of 
protection of the fur seul freely. He 
shows that be has been careful to get at 
the facts. He says: 

"But is said that the seal must be 
protected to prevent ita extermination. 
If this is to be doue, the proper manner 
of arriving at such a result ia, as was 
pointed out in un article in the Times, 
by a convention agreed to by all the 
civilized I'owcrs iiitereated in or using 
the Behring's Sea. With a view, how 
ever, to a fair conaideratiou of the mat 
ii;r even in this view, I have made u 
most careful inquiry into tho real cCfect 
of tho open sea hshing us practiced by 

the Victorian sealers. 

• After describing the habits of the seal- 
and tho methods of the hunters, ho goes 
ou to say : 

"I cannot Iind that of the seals that 
are shot more than 'J per cent, arc lost 
by tho white men, and of those struck 
by tho Indians it may bo safely said 
I hat acarcely one gets OWay. At to 
there being any real diminution of the 
seals. Captain \Vurreu, a very well-in- 
formed man^ who has been in the husi- 
ness|goven years, tells mo that ho lias 
calo^ilated that not less than •2,()00,000 
.-cals go up on the two sides in each 
year, and that they aro certainly aa 
numerous now as when he first bcj^au 
sealing. Captaifii Warren has hud live 
schooners- sMaed, of which four were 
steam schooners, and; two of these cost 
him .?:!2,50b, and. he told me he only 
obeyed the order to take the Dolphin 
into Sitka, feeling sure that the Goveru- 
inent would see him righted. * * . " 

" The only proper mode of protecting 
the seals ia.by,an enactment for a strict 
observance of ''a .dose time, and a con- 
iiderntion of the above will ahow that it 
will be suflielont, for all purposes of 
supply, to allow the hunting and killing 
of seals only during the three months of 
.Inly, August and , September,.. making 
'.he other nine months' of the yoair an 
.djsohitely close time. This will give 
iho seals un additional protection by 
preventing any killing, not only in the 
.>pen sea, but uLso oil" the shores of Van- 
couver Islaiuland ofl'tliet^lucen Charlotte 
Islands, whore there is a possibility of 
iii calf seals being killed during the 
months of April, May and Juno. If 
the object of the Americans is rcUly to 
protect tho seals, thoy will agiee to 
thisj" , ' 

IB-is hard to overestimate the value 
of Mr. Stavely Hill's letter to the soal- 
iiig interest in British ("olumbia. He 
laid the caac of the fur seulers before 
the British public in such a way that it 
muBt attract the attention not only of 
^the Government btit of the men who 
can 'influence tho Government.
